according tothe budget approved ‘by 
the council ef the league here Satur- 
day. This budget will be presented 
to-the league assembly at its coming 
sessions in Geneva. 

After making appropriations and 
approving.a vast outlay aggregat- 
ing $3,750,000, of which $1,250,000 
will be spent by the International 
Labor bureau, the council resumed 
its discussion of ways and means 


of protecting minorities. 


The organization period of the 
league up to July last cost $1,250,- 
000, and for the second half of this 
year the budget provides $2,500,000. 
The budget provides $300,000 for the 
permanent international court and 
$200,000 yearly for payment on the 
hotel, boyght at Geneva, Switzer- 
land, for herdquarters of the league. 

The council decided to apportion 
the payment of the league’s ex- 
Penses accordimge to the unit system 
used in the International Postal 
union. ‘The membership was di- 
vided into seven categories, as fol- 
lows:

About the same time,. we 
got a letter from a woman in Ok- 
lahoma saying: “Will you. please 
send me some of your b 
plant industries?” We never knew 
within forty things of what she 
wanted. Courteous letters request- 
ing clearer information as to what 
‘wad desired brought no response.

It is a 
fact, however, that among tne 21,- 
000 employees of the department of 
agriculture there is a specialist on 
every phase of farming. An old 
correspondent says that throughout 
his long career in Washington he 
has always found that there is some 
man in the department of agricul- 
ture who knows more about any ag- 
ricultural subject than has ever been 
printed. 

All of that accumulation of 
knowledge is available for the peo- 
ple who want to use it. A great 
deal of it has’ been printed, of 
course, in nearly 2,000 bulletins is- 
sued by the department and in va- 
rious other ways, but much of it has 
not been printed as yet and is avail- 
able, therefore, only from the men 
who know it—who have learned it 
from patient investization.

After spending a year in the Ful- 
ton Tower, charged with the lar- 
ceny of a trunk of diamonds valued 
at $180,000, Charles Lipschitz, a 
traveling salesman, whose home is 
in Portl@nd, Oregon, will be given

The trunk was some days after- 
ward recovered in Atlanta, and it 
was found that Lipschitz’s trunk 
had been abandoned at the Savan- 


nah hotel upon his departure. Lips- 
chitz was arrested in Portland, 
Oregon, on October 23, ten days 
after the disappearance of the dia- 
mond trunk, 

Lipschitz explains that he lost the 
baggage checks for his Own trunk 
and was forced to leave without it. 
Lipschitz has a wife and two small 
children jn Portland. During his 
detention here, his wife has had to 
work for her own support, while 
his children have been cared for 
by the Salvation Army. 

After remaining in jail at Port- 
land for sixteen days, extradition 
papers were secured, and Lipschitz 


was brought to Savannah, where he 


was to have been. tried December 
11, 1919,-on an indictment wherein 
the value of the trunk, at first 
fixed at $180,000, was given as 
$42.000 . , 

On December. 10, howéver, one 
day before his trial, Nha was brought 
to Atlanta, and placed in Futton 
Tower, where he has remained until 
the..present time. 

He was tried on February 19, 
1920, before Judge Render Terrell, 
of the criminal division of the su- 
perior court in Fulton county, and 
was, after being found guilty, sen- 
tenced to serve twelve months on 
the chaingang, six months in jail 
and to pay a fine of $1,000. 

Lipschitz appealed his case, and 
Judge Terréll granted him a new 
trial on the ground .that there had 
been insufficient eW@dence to con- 
vict; and that Fulton county lacked 
the necessary jurisdiction.

Portugal Rail Strike 
Incited.by Bolsheviki 
In Effort to Gain Power 


| Madrid, October 24.—Evidence, it 
is said, has reached the Spanish and 
the Portuguese authorities that the 
railroad strike in Portugal was the 
beginning of an attempt by the bol- 
shevik elements to seize power. The 
movement started in Barcelona, 
from which place agents went to 
Portugal, carrying with them large 
sums of German money, which was 
used to influence the unemployed 
and the extremist among the trade 
unions. 

Documents now in the hands of 
the authorities reveal that it was 
plarned to seize strategic’ points on 
the railroads, the machine shops of 
the. variotds systems, tne cus*toms 


houses and other publie buildings. 
Clues found by the police led to the 
discovery of extensive deposits of 
arms and ammunition just across 
the Spanish frontier, ready for dis- 
tribution in the event the movement 
was successful. Among the arms 
found was a large number of Amer- 
ican automatic pistols of large 
calibre. ° 
The disclosures enabled the Por- 
tuguese government to take meas- 
ures to prevent a spread of the 
movement, which started with the 
railroad strike. The train service, 
which was restored after several 
days of cessation, is being carried 
on very irregularly, as locomotive 
engineers an technical workmen 
es remaining away from their 
obs. / 


The authorities in Portugal, it is 
declared, became suspicious of the 
nature of the strike by the fact 
that the men ceased work imme- 
diately after the government had 
consented to raise railroad rates 
100 per cent and applied portions 
of the raise to increasing the wages 
of the men on every system-in the 
country, thereby meeting all the

CARE WITH DYNAMITE. 
Since the recent horrifying ex- 
| plosion of a wagon-load of dyna- 
mite in front of the Morgan bank- 
ing house in Wall street, New 
York, the metropolitan newspapers 
have been printing stories about 
the carelessness with which ex- 
plosives are handled and stored in 
and about that city, the mere read- 
ing of which makes one shudder. 

It is learned that dynamite is 
disposed in various places in and 
around New York, {n places where 
it has no right to be, and where 
its very presence is a constant 
menace to unsuspecting human 
fife and to property. “And,” says 
The Brooklyn Standard-Union— 
“the seeming lack of discretion with

A short time prior to the Wall 
street tragedy a quantity of dyna- 
mite was found on a boat lying at 
a Brooklyn wharf; and on a second 
visit to the boat a few days after- 
ward the officers found a large 
quantity of the devastating stuff 
that had been overlooked on the 
first visit by the police, 

That was followed by the dis- 
covery of eight cases of high-power 
dynamite in a cache on a little 
island at the entrance to Staten 
Island sound; dnd, according to 
The Standard-Union, “it is re- 
vealed that men have been seen 
visiting the istand and that the ex- 
plosive stored there is sufficient 
to devastate Manhattan.” 

Users of dynamite, such as con- 
tractors, and merchants who keep 
it in stock, should be as careful to 
Safeguard it against theft as is a 
jeweler in Safeguardnig his dia- 
monds. The stuff is not worth so 
much, of course; but when its po- 
tetial destructiveness is taken into 
consideration the reason why it 
should be kept beyond the reach of 
hands in which it does not belong 
becomes readily apparent. 

Detectives and police authorities, 
will agree that probably nine- 
tenths of the acts of .safeblowing 
are committed with the aid of 
nitroglycerin that was not pur- 
chased by the criminal, but stolen 
from a magazine, from some rock 
quarry, or from some place where 
an excavation job is under way. 
The yegg, or his helper, steals the 
dynamite at night, boils the “soup” 


dynamite caches is 
Ordinary understand- 


business. 

It often happens, too, that con- 
tractors are so careless about 
leaving the deadly stuff lying 
around that neighborhood boys get 
hold of it. 

Many a funeral has resulted 
from that sort of heedlessness, 
Those responsible for the safe- 
keeping of high explosives of any 
kind’ have resting upon them a 
great responsibility to the public; 
and the law, and the law-énforce- 
ment authorities, should see to it 
that they live up to it.

Mr. Taft’ said that the creation 
of the league of nations would mark 
“four great steps of progress.” 
which he enumerated as follows: 

(1) Limitation of armament. 

(2) The ptovision by which mem- 
bers of the league undertake to re- 
spect and preserve territorial integ- 
rity and political independence of 
all its members, 3 

(3) The clauses in which provi- 
Sion is made for the settlement of 
differences between members of the 
peeee by arbitration or mediation 
and @ covenant of the nations not to 
begin war until machiner 
tling differences peacefull 
have been triéd. 

(4) Open diplomacy. 

The e@x-president answered criti-

A frequent cause of costiveness 
in bottle babies is insufficient solid 
food material. 
condensed milk or some 
cheat, or ohne fed With even pure 
fresh milk, too greatly diluted, is 
likely to be constipated, because the 
solids in the food are insufficient. 
Every baby réquires accessories in 
the diet after the age of three or 
four inonths, beginning with small 
amounts of orange or tomato juice 
in the fourth month and adding 
meat broths and the strained pulp 
of cooked vegetables in the eighth 
mene. These items, besides fur- 
nishing vitamins which prevent 
scurvy, fickets and other deficiency 
diseases, add that essential bulk 
which is a natural stimulus to 
bowel function. 

The inadequate amount of fat in 
condensed milk and various proprie- 
tary substitutes for pure, fresh 
milk is often responsible for consti- 
pation, which calls for the addition 
of fresh cream, if not for a straight 
modified milk formula, in place of 
the artificial or manufactured food. 

Sometimes constipation is due to 
an excessive proportion of casein 
(the proteid or cheese part of cow's 
milk). In such cases the stools are 
hard, dfy and very offensive in odor. 
One remedy is the addition of or 
increase of the cereal element (oat- 
meal water or barley water or other 
cereal decoction) used in diluting 
the milk: another is the use of top- 
milk in place of straight milk. » 

Fat is naturally somewhat laxa- 
tive in effect, but sometimes too 
much fat in the feeding mixture may 
produce constipation in an infant 
a few weeks old, with light gray, 

reasy-looking, sour, but not of- 
ensive, stools and perhaps a mark- 
ed ammonia odor in the urine. This 
ealls for greater dilution and a larg- 
er propottion of the cereal decoc- 
tion.

the riotous colors with which they 
were adorned before their enforced 
vacation, 

The usual railroad “folder,” how- 
ever, justifies its existence by the 
fact that it contains much valuable 
information, which, unlike the time 
cards, can be understood by a lay- 
man, and the many valuable facts 
presented by these gems of railroad 
literature should get for them a 
higher place in the utilitarian 
scheme of things than mere play- 
things for restless traveling babies. 


Which Depot? 

No official announcement has 
been made yet whether or not the 
new trains of the Louisville and 
Nashville railroad that are to serve 
the tourist traffic between Chicago 
and Florida points will use the old 
Union station, as at present, or fun 
into the Atlanta Terminal station. 

The old “shed,” that has done 
duty for two-thirds of a century as 
@ passenger station in Atlanta, 


looks the part of the veteran it is, 
and, despite recent “improvéments,” 
such as a new flooring for the train 
shed, changing the position of the 
in the waiting 
rooms, cleaning up the signs that 
forbid “smoking” and “spitting on 
the floor,” and other changes, the 
délapidated building is far from 4 
perfect “reception room” for guests 
who afrive in this city of 200,000 
souls, 

It must require a stretch of the 


imagination for travelers, upon be- 


ing dumped from a palatial train 
into the old shack, to get a good 
inmwpression of the “Gate City of the 
South.” : 

It is too much like inviting a 
guest wh® calis for the first time 
in a twin-six limousine to “come 
in” through the kitchen entry, a 
breach of niceties not calculated to 
inspire such a guest with a desire 
to become a frequent visitor. 

Therefore, it is to be hoped that 
the new trains will use the Ter- 
minal station, notwithstanding that 
the newer station is by no means 
ideal, and despite the intimate view 
given passengers arriving and de- 
parting from the Terminal of the 
city crematory and the gas works. 


The Brookwood Station. 

Referring to terminal stations in 
Atlanta, it may be truthfully ob- 
served that the only station in the 
city into which citizens of Atlanta 
may invite arriving friends with 
any degree of pride is tne Brook- 
wood station, used by the Southern 
railway to discharge and receive 
passengers for several of the fast 
trains of the system. This pretty 
little station is surrounded by pret- 
ty homes and streets, and it itself 
an artistic building. 

The first impression, which is al- 
ways the lasting one received by 
strangers arriving in a city, is a 
pleasing one when they alight from 
the trains at Brookwood, and in 
consideration of both the Union and 
the Terminal stations, with their 
unattractive ‘surroundings, it is 
looked upon as deplorable that 
other railroads entering Atlanta 
cannot provide some more pleasing 
place to discharge passengers than 
at the Union or the Terminal sta- 
tion. The question of terminals 
should present a fertile field for 
thought among the newly named 
“city planners.”

Such a proposition as this would 
not meet the approval of the rest 
of the country, a fact that has been 
realized at Washington, and has 
caused it to be turned down. The 
desire of the people now fs to get 
the government out of private busi- 
nesS aS rapidly as possible.

Independent of this, definite steps 
have been taken to form another 
foreign finance corporation under 
the Edge law with a eapital of 
$100,000,000. This action was de- 
termined upon at the annual con- 
vention of the American Bankers’ 
assvciation held in Washington 
during the week. This is a most 
excellent determination, but it 
should have been undertaken be- 
fore. Men of large vision have re- 
alized that there would ultimately 
come a slump in domestic demand 
for manufactured products. ana 
that the only salvation for domes- 
tic business would be to find a 
market abroad for surplus produc- 
tion. These men have been urging 
preparedness for the very condition 
that has now arisen, but with in- 
dustry running at high Speed it 
has been a difficult matter to in- 
terest any one in such a program.

MAIL TRANSIT DUES 
ARE TO BE REDUCED 


Madrid, October 24.—The Inter- 
national Postel congress has met 
L_with many difficulties in the dis- 
cussion of the important question 
of mail trnsit dues. Three currents 
of opinion exist among the nations 
composing the International Postal 
union. Most of the American re- 
publics favor free transit, the Unit- 
-ed States delegates pointing out 
that mail tran:s't should not be 
made a source of revenue, but be 
in interchange of service between 
one country and the other for the 
benefit of mankind. 

One of the Mexican representa- 
tives, expressing approval of this 
sentiment said: 

“We are satisfied in this matter 
to place ourselves under the pro- 
tecting wing of the United States.” 

Most of the South American dele- 
gates came to the congress intend- 
ing to stand firmly for free trans- 
it, but in view of the fact that some 
European nations proposed a large 
increase in transit dues while others 
including France, suggested the 
dues*remain unchanged, the Span- 
ish-Americans accepted a proposi< 
tion which will mean probably a 
reduction of 20 per cent as a step 
toward complete abolition in the 
future. '
